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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Aims  of  the  The  part-time  courses   in  the   College   of 

Part-Time  Courses  Arts  and  Sciences  are  offered  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  are  unable  to  follow  the  full-time  courses 
conducted  in  the  College.  They  are  open  to  properly  qualified 
candidates  for  baccalaureate  degrees;  to  school  teachers  and 
other  graduates  who  wish  to  continue  collegiate  studies;  to 
candidates  for  the  Certified  Public  Accountant  certificate  who 
desire  special  coaching  classes ;  and  to  a  limited  number  of 
auditors  who  are  not  seeking  collegiate  credits,  but  who  show 
ability  to  pursue  the  courses  with  profit.  Special  classes  in 
C.  P.  A.  problems  and  questions  are  arranged  for  those  who 
have  completed  courses  in  Advanced  Accounting,  Auditing, 
and  Business  Law. 

Entrance  Students  who  enroll  for  collegiate  credits  must 

Requirements  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  Univer- 
sity as  set  down  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. They  may  get  a  copy  of  that  Bulletin  in  the  Registrar's 
office. 

Registration  Every  student  who  registers  for  college  credits 
in  part-time  courses  must  see  that  a  transcript  of  his  high 
school  credits  and  a  transcript  of  all  previous  college  credits 
be  mailed  to  the  Registrar  by  the  proper  official  of  the  school 
and  the  college  previously  attended.  The  dates  for  registration 
are  listed  in  the  Calendar. 

Fees  All  students  are  charged  the  usual  yearly  registration 
fee  of  $5.00.  Also  a  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  when 
a  student  registers  for  the  first  time. 

The  tuition  fee  for  all  part-time  courses  is : 

For  the  first  two  semester  hours $15.00 

For  every  additional  two  semester  hours 5.00 

Additional  fees  are : 

Library  fee,  to  be  paid  by  all  students $  1.00 

Biology,  Chemistry,  or  Physics  laboratory  fee 25.00 

Rental  of  microscope 10.00 

Delayed  or  conditional  examination  or  test 2.00 

Graduation  fee 25.00 
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All  fees  are  paid  in  quarterly  installments,  namely,  on  the 
day  of  registration  in  September,  December  1,  February  1,  and 
May  1.  Unless  all  of  his  indebtedness  is  promptly  paid,  the 
student  will  not  be  admitted  to  regular  classes  nor  be  allowed 
to  take  any  tests  or  examinations. 

Students  will  be  taxed  for  excessive  breakage  or  destruction 
of  University  property.  The  decision  in  each  case  will  be  made 
by  the  University. 

A  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for  each  entrance  examination,  also 
for  late  registration.  A  fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  for  a  second 
transcript  of  credits. 

Withdrawal  A  student  withdrawing  from  the  University  dur- 
ing any  semester  before  taking  the  final  examinations  of  the 
semester  forfeits  all  credit  for  work  done  in  that  semester.  To 
obtain  his  honorable  dismissal  on  withdrawing  from  the  Uni- 
versity, the  student  must  obtain  from  the  Dean  a  written  per- 
mission for  such  withdrawal,  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Kegistrar.  This  written  permission  will  not  be  given  if  the 
student  has  not  met  all  financial  obligations  to  the  University, 
or  if  he  is  under  any  official  censure,  or  if  there  is  any  official 
charge  pending  against  him. 

A  student  desiring  to  withdraw  from  a  scheduled  course  or 
to  add  another  course  after  his  semester's  schedule  has  been 
filed  in  the  Registrar's  office  may  do  so  only  after  having  ob- 
tained written  permission  from  the  Dean.  If  a  student  with- 
draws from  a  subject  course  without  such  permission,  or  if  he 
has  been  excluded  from  a  subject  course  and  fails  to  notify 
the  Registrar  of  that  fact,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  $2.00  and 
shall  be  given  a  failure  grade  for  that  course. 

For  information  regarding  requirements  for  degrees  and 
other  regulations  of  the  College,  see  the  Bulletin  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Knowledge  of  All  the  Every  student  in  the  University  is 
University  Regulations  supposed  to  acquaint  himself  with  all 
the  regulations  of  the  University  pertaining  either  to  studies 
or  to  discipline.  These  regulations  are  to  be  learned  from  the 
Session  Bulletin,  from  the  Student  Handbook,  and  from  of- 
ficial notices  posted  on  the  official  bulletin  boards  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  University  assumes  that  the  students  will  acquaint 
themselves  with  all  such  regulations.  Consequently,  ignorance 
of  a  regulation  will  never  be  accepted  as  an  excuse  for  its 
violation. 
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DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Freshman  courses  are  numbered  from  100  to  199 ;  Sopho- 
more courses  from  200  to  299 ;  upper  division  courses  from 
300  to  399. 

BIOLOGY 

Bl.  101  General  Botany  An  introductory  course  designed  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  certain  broad  biological  principles 
by  means  of  a  study  of  living  organisms.  The  morphology  and 
physiology  of  the  cell  is  considered.  With  this  as  a  founda- 
tion, study  is  made  of  the  classification,  structure,  function, 
development  and  relationship  of  typical  examples  of  the  chief 
plant  groups.  Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods. 

4  sem.  hrs. 
Bl.  103  General  Zoology  A  continuation  of  the  course  Bl. 
101.  A  comprehensive  study  is  made  of  typical  invertebrate 
and  vertebrate  animals.  Cell  division,  embryolog}^  and  hered- 
ity are  also  considered.  Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory 
periods.  4  sem.  hrs. 

Bl.  201  Comparative  Anatomy  of  the  Vert^ebrates  An  inten- 
sive study  of  type  forms  as  a  preparation  for  human  anatomy. 
Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods.  4  sem.  hrs. 

Bl.  202  General  Embryology  A  study  of  the  origin  and  ma- 
turation of  germ  cells,  fertilization,  and  the  formation  of  germ 
layers  in  certain  typical  invertebrate  and  vertebrate  animals. 
Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods.  4  sem.  hrs. 

CHEMISTRY 

Ch.  101-102  General  Inorganic  Fundamental  principles  of 
Chemistry;  the  laws  of  chemical  action  and  description  of  the 
non-metallic  and  metallic  elements  and  their  compounds.  Three 
lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods.  6  sem.  hrs. 

COMMERCE 

Cm.  201-202  Principles  of  Economics  Characteristics  of  mod- 
ern economic  society;  economic  structures  and  functions;  pro- 
duction ;  consumption ;  value  and  prices ;  supply  and  demand ; 
monetary  systems;  credit  and  banking;  business  organization; 
nature  and  scope  of  monopoly  and  trusts ;  distribution ;  an  ele- 
mentary survey  of  major  economic  problems.  6  sem.  hrs. 
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Cm.  303-304  Business  English  Principles  of  business  corre- 
spondence; emphasis  on  structure  and  content  of  different 
types  of  letters;  business  reports.  Practice  writing  on  assigned 
problems.  4  sem.  brs. 

Cm.  305-306  Commercial  Law  Fundamental  ideas  of  law  in 
general;  business  forms;  contracts;  agency;  negotiable  instru- 
ments; sales;  personal  property;  partnerships  and  corpora- 
tions; real  property;  insurance;  suretyship;  mortgages;  bank- 
ruptcy ;  banking  law.  6  sem.  hrs. 

Cm.  307  Salesmanship  Relation  of  selling  to  advertising; 
motives  for  buying  and  analyses  of  customer  habits;  sugges- 
tions and  personality ;  sales  demonstrations.  Practical  observa- 
tions in  the  field.  3  sem.  hrs. 

Cm.  308  Advertising  Fundamental  principles  of  advertising ; 
layouts  and  writing  of  copy;  advertising  agencies  and  media; 
advertising  forms;  psychology  in  advertising.  Practical  ob- 
servations. 3  sem.  hrs. 

EDUCATION 

Ed.  148  Distributive  Education  State  and  federal  laws  gov- 
erning the  use  of  funds;  analysis  of  types  of  training  neces- 
sary; contents  of  various  courses  and  methods  of  teaching 
these  courses.  2  sem.  hrs. 

Ed.  301  The  School  and  Society  A  core  course  in  education 
that  continues  throughout  the  entire  scholastic  year.  In  this 
course  the  philosophy  of  education  is  discussed  in  the  light 
of  its  various  phases  and  implications.  The  principles  and  or- 
ganization of  elementary,  secondary,  and  higher  education  are 
treated  critically  in  terms  of  the  needs  of  the  pupil  and  so- 
ciety. Recent  trends  in  the  development  of  the  curriculum, 
supervision  and  administration  are  likewise  studied  in  terms 
of  their  contribution  to  the  individual  and  to  society.  This 
course  is  required  of  all  students  offering  a  major  or  minor 
in  Education.  4  sem.  hrs. 

Ed.  307  Philosophy  of  Educatiojn  The  philosophies  of  nat- 
uralism, socialism,  and  nationalism,  and  the  systems  of  educa- 
tion to  which  each  of  these  philosophies  gave  rise.  This  course 
then  examines  the  attitude  of  the  more  conservative  philos- 
ophers and  educators  toward  naturalism,  socialism,  and  na- 
tionalism. 3  sem.  hrs. 
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Ed.  333     Educational  Psychology     A  study   of  the   e  due  and 

with  emphasis  upon  the  learning  implications.  3  sem.  hrs. 

Ed.  345  Visual  and  Audio  Aids  in  Education  A  course  de- 
signed to  show  the  possibilities  and  the  advantages  of  excur- 
sions, school  museums,  stereoscopes,  projecting  machines,  film 
strips,  moving  pictures,  and  the  radio  in  teaching  the  various 
subjects  of  the  curriculum.  2  sem.  hrs. 

Ed.  347  New  Trends  in  Vocational  Education  A  study  of 
changes  in  industry  necessitating  revision  of  the  curriculum 
to  meet  new  conditions ;  diversified  occupations.         2  sem.  hrs. 

Ed.  349  Vocational  Psychology  Physical,  biological,  and  psy- 
chological factors  which  promote  as  well  as  which  tend  to  slow 
up  or  to  inhibit  learning.  Procedures  for  the  reduction  or 
elimination  of  these  inhibiting  difficulties,  together  with  the 
proper  use  of  the  positive  physiological,  biological,  and  psycho- 
logical factors.  2  sem.  hrs. 

ENGLISH 

En.  101  Freshman  Composition  Principles  of  effective  writ- 
ing. Exercises  in  precis  work,  essays,  speeches.  3  sem.  hrs. 

En.  102  Freshman  Composition  Principles  of  artistic  writ- 
ing. Exercises  in  narrative  and  descriptive  forms,  and  the  fa- 
miliar essay.  3  sem.  hrs. 

En.  201  A  Survey  of  English  Poetry  and  Prose  Political,  in- 
tellectual, social,  and  religious  background  from  Beowulf  to 
the  Romantics.  The  life  of  the  English  people  in  its  relation 
to  their  literature.  3  sem.  hrs. 

En.  202  A  Survey  of  English  Poetry  and  Prose  From  the 
Romantics  to  the  present  day.  This  course  is  required  of  all 
Sophomores  of  all  departments.  3  sem.  hrs. 

En.  312  Chaucer  A  study  of  the  best  of  the  Canterbury 
Tales,  with  parallel  reading  of  the  others.  3  sem.  hrs. 

En.  317  British  Novel  From  the  beginning  to  Hardy ;  the 
trend  of  thought ;  the  change  in  technique ;  the  background 
of  philosophy.  3  sem,  hrs. 
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En.  322  Victorian  Prose  A  study  of  tlie  chief  prose  masters 
of  the  Victorian  Age ;  the  influence  of  the  scientific  writings 
of  Darwin  and  Huxley;  the  religious  doubts  of  the  period  as 
exemplified  in  the  works  of  Arnold  and  Newman;  the  so- 
ciological and  economic  ideas  of  Carlyle,  Ruskin,  and  Morriss ; 
the  transition  to  modern  times.  3  sem.  hrs. 

FINANCE 

Fn.  101-102  Accounting  I  Elements  of  double  entry  book- 
keeping; single  proprietorship;  partnership;  corporation; 
opening  and  closing  books ;  intensive  drill  on  working  papers ; 
good-will;  focal  date;  funds;  bonds;  discounting  of  notes.  Lab- 
oratory drill.  8  sem.  hrs. 

Fn.  201-202  Intermediate  Accounting  The  first  part  of  this 
course  consists  of  the  stud}^  of  accounting  problems  peculiar 
to  the  corporate  form  of  organization.  The  second  part  is  de- 
voted to  the  valuation  and  special  problems  of  assets  and 
liabilities.  The  third  part  is  devoted  to  the  preparation  and 
analj^sis  of  accounting  statements.  Two  lectures  and  two  lab- 
oratory periods  weekly.  Prerequisite  :  Fn.  101-102.     8  sem.  hrs. 

Fn.  303  Federal  Tax  Accounting  This  course  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  income  tax  provisions  of  the  current  revenue 
act  and  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department  from  an  ac- 
counting standpoint.  Problems  assigned  include  the  prepara- 
tion of  individual  and  corporation  tax  returns.  Prerequisite: 
Fn.  201-202.  3  sem.  hrs. 

Fn.  321-322  C.  P.  A.  Problems  This  course  is  designed  for 
students  who  expect  to  enter  the  field  of  public  accounting. 
It  includes  a  consideration  of  auditing  procedure,  but  the  ma- 
jor part  of  the  work  consists  of  problems  designed  to  furnish 
preparation  for  the  C.  P.  A.  examinations.  Prerequisite :  Fn. 
301-302.  6  sem.  hrs. 

FRENCH 

Fr.  001-002  Elementary  A  course  intended  to  give  the  es- 
sentials of  grammar.  The  semester  hours  credit  will  be  allowed 
toward  the  completion  of  the  total  hours  for  graduation,  but 
not  toward  the  fulfillment  of  the  language  requirement. 

4  sem.  hrs. 
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Fr.  101-102  Intermediate  Review  grammar  and  composition. 
Reading.  Prerequisite :  Fr.  001-002,  or  a  passing  grade  in  a 
qualifying  examination.  6  sem.  hrs. 

Fr.  201-202  Survey  A  survey  of  French  literature.  Outside 
reading  and  composition.  Prerequisite :  French  102. 

6  sem.  hrs. 
Fr.  301-302  Advanced  Grammar  Oral  and  written  composi- 
tion. A  course  required  for  the  major  or  minor  in  French.  Pre- 
requisite :  French  202.  4  sem.  hrs. 

GERMAN 

Gr.  001-002  Elementary  A  course  in  the  essentials  of  gram- 
mar. The  semester  hours  credit  is  allowed  toward  the  com- 
pletion of  total  hours  for  graduation,  but  not  toward  fulfill- 
ment of  the  language  requirements.  4  sem.  hrs.
